The great Quantities of 
Rain and Snow, that have fallen lately in thefe 
Countries, have rendered the Roads almoft imprac 
tjcable, and occafioned the Inundation of feveral 
Rivers. Two Mails , from France are ftopt by the 
Overflowing of the Wefer: Four are due from the 
Empire, and two from Holland. The Marquis Pig- 
natelli, late the Catholick King’s Envoy to tne King 
of Denmark, is ftopt here by the bad Weather. 

Haguey January 20. The terrible Floods in all 
Parts interrupt all Correfpondence, and make the 
Communication from one Country to another almoft 
impradicable. Count Bothmar, who arrived here 
from Hamburgh the Njgh't before laft, had great 
Difficulty to get to Utrecht.

In this Manner the Proceflion was made to the 
upper End of the Great Ball Room, wh^re his Ex 


cellency flood upoft a Carpet, having an arm Chair 
behind him : On his Right Hand flood a Table, upon 
which was placed, on a Velvet Cufhion, the Sword 
of State; and on another Culhiofi, upon the fame 
Table, were placed the Ribbon and Golden Me¬ 
dal, being the Enfigns of the Order. Iiis Excellency

Middle of the Room, and the Third when he ap¬ 
proached his Excellency, who returned the feveral 
Bows, and received him ftanding Then Mr.Copt& 
kneelling before his Excellency, the Aid de Camp in 
Waiting drew the Sword of Sme, and presented tt to 
his Excellency, who therewith-knighted Mr. Coote ac¬ 
cording to the ufual Form i Which being done, 
his Excellency ordered hi* Principal Secretary to read 
a Letter’wrote by the Earl of Halifax, one of His - 
Majeftv’s Principal Secretaries of State to his Ex-• 
ellency the Lord Lieutenant, fignifyiug His Majefty’s 
Pleafure that he fhould inveft Mr. Coote with the En¬ 
figns of the Order of the Bath; Sir Charles Coote 
then kneeling, his Excellency took the Ribbon and 
Medal which was prefenteef to him by Ulfter King 
of Arms ; and inverted the Knight therewith, placing 
the Ribbon fo as to hang from his Right Shoulder to 
his Left Side. His Excellency then made a Sign^ 
to Sir Charles Coote to arife, and directed his Princi¬ 
pal Secretary to deliver to him His Majefty’s Dif- 
peufation. permitting him immediately to wear the 
Enfigns of the Order. 

Sir Charles Coote was afterwards entertained at 
Dinner, by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
together with many of the Nobility and Principal 
Perfons of Diftin&ion; and the Evening concluded 
with ^ a.
